The questio n o f lo cating a 
new scho o l has resulted in a fight 
in Redding to wnship, but under thi- 
decisio n so le po wer is v ested in the 
trustee. 
The late decisio n was giv ­ 
en in a case appealed fro m the Shel­ 
by circuit co urt. 
Tax pay ers in Buck Creek to wn­ 
ship, Hanco ck co unty , bro ught suit 
to enjo in the trustee fro m selling 
bo nds which 
Were 
issued fo r the 
purpo se o f erecting a new scho o l 
building. 
The case was v enued to 
Shelby co unty and the circuit judge 
after hearing the ev idence held that 
the trustee had the right to deter­ 
mine the lo catio n o f a scho o l build­ 
ing. 
Ail appeal was taken with the 
result that the 
decisio n 
was af ­ 
firmed. 
The appellate co urt say s that the 
Indiana law giv es 
the 
tru-tee the 
rrjht to fix 
the

-eho o l-. under his jurisdictio n. 
The appellate co urt said: “ Appel- 
ants (the tax pay er 
plaintiffs) ap­ 
parently with

•ttempted, that the way is clear to a 
dis.-ipatio ii o f public funds witho ut 
the sanctio n o r appro v al o f the tax ­ 
pay ers.

Washingto n has co me to 
the co nclusio n that the German em ­ 
bassy must admit impro per activ ities 
o r will hav e them pro v ed against it. 
Whether Co unt Vo n Bernsto rff can 
sho w that Washingto n i- wro ng re­ 
main-» to he seen. 
P a p e r s taken fro m the o ffices o f 
Wo lff Vo n Igel, co nfidential secretary 
o f Capt. Vo n Papen, and himself ac ­ 
credited to the em bassy , fo rm the 
principal basis fo r the belief. 
The 
co ncessio n o f Ho rst Vo n Der Go ltz in 
Lo ndo n a co py o f which is in W ash­ 
ingto n, fo rms an impo rtant element. 
The situatio n was co nsidered by the 
President’s cabinet to day . 
It has

ex position of 187(1, he was accorded 
first rank among the ex pert agricu l­ 
tu ral inv entors; and the fam e of the 
Oliv er plow work s b ecame interna­ 
tional. 
Mr. Oliv er was one of the 
greatest pu b lic b enefactors in N orth­ 
ern Indiana. 
Nu mb ering among his 
gifts are a handsome opera hou -e;

It Is a great priv ilege to hav e before 
u s so constantly In the lessons of this 
y ear the great fact of a risen liv ing 
Christ, so that we may be said to hav e 
| many Easter lessons Instead of, as in 
j other y ears, only one in the y ear. The 
I lesson chapter for today Is pre-eml- 
| nentiy the resu rrection chapter, lead- 
| ing u s on to the resu rrection of the 
! righteou s Ilead and the translation of 
| the righteou s who shall then be aliv e 
! and encou raging the saints to constant 
v ictory throu gh ou r Lord Jesu s Christ 
and to be steadfast, immov able, al 
way s abou nding in the work of the 
Lord (v erses 50-58). 
Let u s notice first what the messen­ 
ger say s of himself. 
Althou gh he has 
been forgiv en, he cannot forget that 
he was once a persecu tor of the 
chu rch of God, bu t he alway s magni 
ties the grace of God which sav ed su ch 
a sinner, and lie calls himself the least 
of the apostles. 
Later he say s that 
lie is less than the least of all saints, 
and still later he calls himself the 
chief of sinners (v erses 1), 10; Epta. iff 
8; I Tim. 1, 15). 
That Is tru e growth 
in grace. for as we learn to know ou r 
Lord better we cannot bu t sink lower 
In ou r own estimation. 
The whole 
world Is gu ilty before God, and “sin 
ner” is the only fit name for ev ery one. 
withou t ex ception. 
Bu t He came to 
sav e sinners, and only by His merits 
can any one 
bo sav ed, so that it is 
nev er a q u estion of what we are or 
what we can 
do. bu t only Who is lie 
and what can 
He do? 


As to the niQStfago. the gospel by 
whi-li we are sav ed, it Is that Christ 
die l for ou r sins, was bu ried and rose 
a* :*In the third day and was seen aliv e 
many times by Ilis disciples and. last 
o f all, by the writer of this epistle, 
who saw Him after He had ascended 
ft» heav en (v erses 1-0). 
Pau l did not 
think ou t these things, he receiv ed 
them and deliv ered them as he receiv ­ 
ed them (v erse 3). No minister of the 
gospel is ex pected to think ou t Ills own 
thou ghts and pu t them into the form 
of a sermon or essay and giv e them to 
the people as bread from heav en. Bu t 
the tru e messenger of God mu st re­ 
ceiv e the message from God and deliv ­ 
er It as su ch, not with enticing words 
of man’s wisdom, bu t In demonstra­ 
tion of the Spirit and of power (I Cor. 
11, 4). 
The prophets were to speak 
only what God told them, and ev en 
ou r Lord Jesu s was told by His Fa­ 
ther what to say (Jer. i, 7 -9 ; Ezek. ii, 
7 ; ill, 4; Dent, x v iii, 18 ; John x ii. 
49, 50). 
The messenger who speaks merely 


ou t of his own heart lu s own message 
is not a tru e messenger (Jer. x x iii, 
10. 20). As well might Israel think to 
manu factu re their own manna as for 
a preacher to get u p or think ou t his 
own discou rse. Then notice how Pau l 
repeats the words, “According to the 
Scriptu res’’ (v erses 3, 4), and remember 
how the risen Christ opened and ex ­ 
pou nded the Scriptu res by Moses and 
the prophets and also the Psalms 
(Lu ke x x iv , 27 . 32, 44; Acts 1, 3). 
There are fou r great tru ths which we 
cannot magnify enou gh—the su per­ 
natu ral birth of Christ by the Holy 
Spirit, Ills bearing ou r sins on the 
cross as ou r su bstitu te, Ills resu rrec­ 
tion from the dead and Ills coming 
again to set u p His kingdom of right­ 
eou sness and peace on this earth. 
Apart from His resu rrection from the 
dead there is no forgiv eness, no sal­ 
v ation. no gloriou s fu tu re for any one, 
bu t that great ev ent secu res all and 
enables u s to see ou rselv es as risen 
with Christ and seated with Him In 
the heav enlies. He ou r life, ou r affec­ 
tions there and we waiting with Him 
for the completion of Ilis body , the 
chu rch (v erses 14 20; Eph. li. 4-0; 
Believ ers now being gathered from 
all nations to form Ills body mu st 
hav e their resu rrection bodies in order 
to be fit companions for Him when

Christ the 
first fru its rose from the dead three 
day s after Ills cru cifix ion and forty 
day s later ascended v isibly to heav en, 
where He waits for His completed 
body , which the Holy Spirit Is gather 
ing. 
At Ilis coming all the bo dies of 
His redeemed shall be raised and the 
liv ing believ ers changed, and all to­ 
gether meet Him in the air for the 
ju dgment seat of Christ and the mar­ 
riage of the Lamb. Then He shall re­ 
tu rn with Ilis saints to ju dge the liv ­ 
ing nations and to begin Ilis reign, for 
ITe mu st reign till Tie shall hav e su b­ 
du ed all things u nto Himself and con 
q u ered the Inst enemy —death (v erses 
23-20). 
The “afterward” of v erse 23 cov ers 
all tlu 1 present age between the resu r­ 
rection of Christ and that of Ilis re­ 
deemed. 
The “then” of v erse 24 cov ­ 
ers all the millennial age when He, 
with Ilis saints, shall be reigning and 
su bdu ing all 
things 
u nto 
Himself 
(v erse 25; Rev . v , 9, 10; x x , 4). 
He 
will not begin Ilis reign till we come 
back with Him in Ilis glory . 
Then 
shall be fu lfilled Isa. x x x ii, 1, 17 . 
All 
the discipline and the training of be­ 
liev ers now is to fit u s to reign with 
Him In nis kingdom. 
The last clau se 
of v erse 28, “That God may be all in 
all.” is the highest peak in Scriptu re.

Before easting their b allots 
tlii> 
fall producers of meat and dairy pro­ 
ducts would do 
well 
to 
eon>iderl 
economic q uestions and not permit 
preparedness and foreign policies to. 
engross their whole attention. 
A Re­ 
pub lican 
Administration 
can 
take 
care of these latter prob lems in a 
satisfactory manner and can also 
estab lish and maintain economic poli­ 
cies that will promote and conserve 
iiie industrial interests of the people

$12,460,501, on which duty was a s ­ 
sessed a t a rate which provided a 
goodly revenue to the Government. 
The Underwood law b ecame effec­ 
tive Octob er 4, 1913, and from that 
time up to August 1, 1914, when war 
in Karope b roke out, our imports of 
? hi--c products amounted to $40,545,- 
JY12, an increase of over 22C per 


cent, and not a cent of revenue was 
realized thereon. 
In the ten months from Octob er, 
1914, to July , 1915, a w ar period with 
Argentina, Canada, Australia, Ber­ 
muda, and other countries sending 
large sh ipm ents of these products to 
the b elligerents, our imports am ount­ 
ed to $30,421,210, an increase of 145 
per cent over 1913. 
While it is tm e 
that good prices were the rule, it 
was b ecause the war held lip the 
prices. 
When the w ar is over, if 
we should still have a Democratic 
Administration, the free trade market 
of the United States will again prove 
an inviting field for our competitors, 
and, as there will he no ab normal 
condition to inflate prices, the Amer­ 
ican producer must suffer the effects 
of increased foreign competition.
